1 .  A  water  tight  pool,  preferably  cement,  1 8  to 
24  inches  deep,  in  full  sun  if  possible.  Lotus  do 
well  in  shade. 

2.  Very  rich  soil.  Place  well  decayed  cow 
manure  in  the  boxes  3  or  4  inches  deep,  cover  with 
good  garden  soil  and  1  inch  of  sand. 


3.  Give  the  plants  plenty  of  room.  Make 
boxes  18  to  24  inches  square,  10  to  12  inches  deep 
for  i  or  2  lilies. 


4.  Gold  fish  or  Mosquito  fish  to  keep  mosquitos 
down;  snails  and  oxygenating  plants. 


5.  Do  not  keep  changing  the  water.  Run 
in  enough  to  keep  proper  level  as  water  evaporates.
